EDITORIALS
To Each His Own

The Redondo Beach City School District last week
indicated that they would prefer that the El Nido School
children in an area recently annexed to Redondo, remain
in the Torrance School District,

One Redondo member delcared that the district was
“flattered,” but didn't want the additional load because
it was trying to get rid of double sessions.

The board’s viewpoint is understandable, but its net
effect is to leave the problem in the lap of the Torrance
School Board. It means that Torrance schools, already
overcrowded and even more troubled with double sessions
than the Redondo system, must provide school facilities
for the children of our western neighbor,

When the Redondo City Council annexed the terri-
tory, then uninhabited, it did not annex the land for
achool purposes. Now that some 100 children live in the
district, they are still attending El Nido School. The local
school authorities have been trying, without success to
get Redondo to fake charge of its own children. As a
result, some of the residents of the tract are talking of
di ing from Redondo Beach and annexing to Tor-

ramce.
The whole matter will be settled by the Board of
Supervisors, who have ine final say in any disputes over
school jurisdiction,  Observers predict that they will
either settle the question of who goes to school where,
or call an election among residents of the territory in
question,

Since 134 people from the area signed a petition
asking that their children be allowed to attend Redondo
schools and other residents have declared they want the
same thing, there seems little doubt as to the outcome.

When Torrance was considering the annexation of
Palos Verdes territory, the local school board indicated
that it did not want the additional children, but .would
consider it a duty to provide for them if the territory was
annexed,

The Redondo board still refuses to act, however, add-
ing to the already pressing problem of what to do with
all the school children who live in the city of Torrance,

Let each fake care of its own.

Safety Features on New Cars

It is good to see that automobile manufacturers (most
of them at least) have at last begun to take safety serious-
ly. Much credit is due to a national magazine for pound-
ing hard on this theme, and claiming that manufacturers
were more interested in dollars than in lives (which was
true).

In the next
few years these new safety features will undoubtedly save
lives by the thousands and injuries by the hundred
thousand.

Some of the new safety features are: door locks that
stay locked under the impact of a crash, This will prevent
passengers, and the driver, from being injured as a result
of being thrown through an open door after the collision,

Another commendable safety feature is the soft dash-
board, which was introduced by a few models in earlier
years but which is widely accopted this year. Seat belts
will save as many lives as any other safety improvement
and they are being offered widely this year

All in all, then, the 1956 cars are probably the safest
offered the motoring public in years. It is about time, as
everyone knows, for we Americans were killing each oth-
er and ourselves at the rate of about a hundred a day—
believe it or not.

TAIPEL (Speclal)~I spent
yesterday afternoon, accom-
panied by my wife, with Pre.
sldent and Madame Chiang
Kai-shek at their Grass Moun-
tain retreat, some six miles
out of the capital of Taipel.
At the president's personal in-
vitation I saw him again this
morning at his office in Gov-
ernment house in the center
of the city. I haye been in and
out of Formosa elght times
in the past five years,

During this past week on
Formosa we also lunched with
Vice-President and Madame
Chen Cheng . . ., and I had
long private talks with Pre-
mier O, K. Yui, Governor C,
K. Yen, Foreign Minister
George Yeh, and others in and
out of government service, I
talked with U, 8. diplomatic
representatives, like Mr, Wil
liam Coohran, in charge of our
embassy, to whom I was re
ferred by Ambassador Carl
Rankin during our visit in
Athens in July. He and Mrs.
Rankin were on their way to
Washington to report to Se-
cretary Dulles and the presi-
dent.  While in Taipei T ad-
dressed the Rotary club again
and renewed friendships with
people of various shades of
political opinion. I also sought
the opinions of the man-in.
the-street , , , Chinese, Tal-
wanese, or a mixture of both,
1 believe I gathered a good
cross-section of official and
non-officlal answers on the
five most important questions
people ask me on Formosa,
1. Can the Reds Take Kor.

mosa?

From President Chiang Kal-
shek down the answer is “ab-
solutely and definitely not,"
This is concurred in by U, §,
military experts, They refer
to the fact that for five years
the Communist Chinese have
tried by one way or another
to take Quemoy, which in

some parts is only two miles
from the mainland of China,
and failed, Formosa is over
100 miles out to sea and an
invasion force needs air and
naval power. The Red navy
and air force are no match
for the U, 8. Seventh fleet
and the power of the U, 8.
and Nationalist air force, A
Red invasion will result in a
Red disaster, President Chi-
ang Kal:shek sald to me, ‘We
hope they will try it,”

2. What's the Low-down on

the Nationalist Army?

When General William
Chase, former chief of our U,
8. Military misslon to Formo-
sa, was asked about Chiang
Kal-shek's army, he said, “It's
the best Chinese army I ever
saw.” I have seen this army
grow from a weary demoral-
ized force in 1050 to a form-
idable enthusiastic military es-
tablishment in 1956, Today the
Nationalist army 18 over 500,
000 men, The exact figures
are, of course, a military se-
cret, Over 14,000 war harden-
ed veterans, who refused to
return to Red China after the
Korean War and chose For-
mosa, brought new spark and
life to the Natlonalist forces,
U, 8, military aid is pouring
into Formosa to equip the
ever growing forces enlisting
against the Communist
hordes, As the veterans retire
to administrative posts, young-
er officers move up to replace
them. Rumor in the U. 8. has
it that the Nationalist army
s getting old and inactive,
Every army gets old, The vol-
unteer recruiis in Formosa
more than fill the gaps of the
retiving veterans,

3. Is Ohiang Kal-shek
Popular?
